Lost Land 


THIS WEEKEND you m'ay hop 5nto 


the car to take, the family for an early 
spin in the country, or get out into the 
garden while your wife docs spring 
cleaning, or get the screens in shape. 
•While you're doing that', 200,000 in- 
dividuals will have been added to the 
population of the world. For the cur- 
rent rate of increase — births over 
deaths — is somewhat more than 100,- 
000 a day. In the past ten years. 400 
million additional inhabitants have 
swollen the earth's numbers. In the 
decade ahead, at least that many more 
will be added to the global total. 


WE HEAR MUCH about the de- 


mands these rising numbers aro mak- 
ing and will make upon the world's 
resources of food and other materials 
basic to living. Despite many efforts 
to minimize, this problem, agreement 
is widespread that it is a grave one. 
One part of It gels little attention. This 
is the fact that the great increase in 
population, '.because it is .occurring 
largely in the cities, is actually tending 
to snuff out presently available re-, 
sources in areas fringing the big urban 
center?. This year's new suburban 
development was last year's potato 
patch, or orange grove, or wheat field. 
Cities cannot grow in upon" themselves. 
They must ,expand. As they spread; 
they eat up/,valuablc farm land which 
now helps/(Support the" existing popu- 
lation. Oflco clustered: with houses, 
i..jpping centers, roads and all the 
other marks;of the urban spread, this 
land is lost forever as;» source of food 
or fiber. Thousands upon thousands of 
acres vanislreach year beneath stone 
and brick and steel. 
! 


MEASURED against the 
total 


space on earth, the" losses of, open land 
to the cities arc not great. But the 
globe has countless millions of acres 
useless for the sustaining of man. On 
the other hand, most of the urban 
growth is set amid regions of lush agri- 


base. We evidently can't halt the head- 
long increase of population here and 
everywhere. But it's far past the time 
when we-should be thinking soberly 
and continuously—and demanding that 
our statesmen do the same—about the 
problems this growth brings in its 
train. We ought to be reminded every 
time \vc see another acre of food- 
bearing soil churned up by the build- 
er's bulldozer. . 


Sandwiches 


THE CRISIS HAS passed. The 


great decision has been made. The 
forces of Spartan simplicity have won. 
Hereafter, as- "economy" passengers 
fly the broad Atlantic airlanes, a sand- 
wich is to be a sandwich, no more. The 
dilemma developed when various 
foreign flag lines, whose bid to the 
American travel market is the "little 
extras" they offer, began putting a lot 
of them on top of the bread. Since 
rules for the new economy class called 
simply for sandwiches, U. S. inter- 
national lines made solemn protest. In 
America a sandwich is a thing you 
grab, a thing with a good deal of bread 
showing. They carried the day. The 
economy meal can't look like a cold 
plate. Under the newly interpreted 
rules: "A substantial and visible part 
of each unit is to consist of bread, roll 
or similar bread-like material 
Each 


unit is to be simple, that is, uncompli- 
cated, unadorned." There, that's plain 
enough, isn't it? Maybe it's too plain.

bill to provide government loan 
assistance to distress areas with 
high unemployment rates has 
just been introduced by Senators 
Paul Douglas and Frederick G. 
Payne.

It comes pretty late in the ses- 


sion and it may not have much 
chance. 
But it represents the 


first bipartisan effort to treat 
the current business recession 
as an economic issue rather than 
as a straight political dog fight. 
So the new bill may gain sup- 
port, when some of the crackpot 
depression cures have been found 
wanting and discarded. 


Both 
Senators 
Douglas and 


Payne have introduced area re- 
development bills before. 
Also, 


the 
Eisenhower administration 


has had an area assistance act 
before Congress for over a year. 
The new Douglas-Payne bill is 
supposed to combine the best 
elements of them all. 


On introduction, the new Doug- 


las and Payne bill had 27 spon- 
sors. Eight of them arc Repub- 
licans. More sponsors are ex- 
pected. So the bill will have 
strong backing. 


AS A MATTER of hindsight, it 


is now admitted that passage of 
distressed 
area 
redevelopment 


legislation a couple of years ago 
might have relieved or checked 
the recession. 


This is indicated by Depart- 


ment of Labor reports on trends 
in 149 principal Inbor market 
areas. All five of the U.S.'areas 
now s h o w i n g unemployment 
above 122 per cent of the labor 
force have been distress areas 
for many months. 


In the case of Scranton and

Payne and Eisenhower admin- 
istration bills. 


The Douglas-Payne bill would 


make 300 million dollars avail- 
able for loan to distressed areas. 
One-third would be for industrial 
loans, one-third for rural area 
loans, one-third for state or local 


government public facility loans. 
Federal participation would be 
limited to 65 per cent of the 
total. It would be administered 
b.~ Housing and Home Finance 
Agency. 


THE EISENHOWER adminis- 


tration bill would make the pro- 
gram administered by Depart- 
ment of Commerce. It would pro- 
vide 50 million dollars for indus- 
trial area loans, with Federal 
participation limited to 35 per 
cent of total cost.. 


The need for. some new form 


of assistance to distress areas is 
now said to be shown by the 
fact that other programs intend-, 
cd to channel government con- 
. tracts into areas with , surplus 
labor supply haven't* worked as 
well as intended. 


A recent Business Week sur- 


vey shows that stcppcd-up de- 
fense orders haven't been reach- 
ing contractors and may not 
reach them for months or even 
years. Most of the new defense 
spending is going for long range 
research contracts. 
. 


Another study by Textile Work- 


ers Union and United Auto Work- 
ers shows that in the last six 
months of 1957 only three distress 
areas got preferential defense 
contracts.

A history of the National Road 


was related lo the Route 40 As- 
socialion at ils mccling lasl nighl 
in Cumberland. 


One of the speakers, William 


C. Walsh, local attorney and for- 
mer attorney general pointed out 
that the highway was the first 
road constructed by the federal 
government. 


Through a law passed in Con- 


gress in 1806. 'Walsh said, and 
signed ^y President 
Thomas 


Jtffcrson, $30.000 was appropriat- 
ed for surveying and outlining a 
road connecting Cumberland with 
Wheeling. 


This was to connect fh'e Oln'o 


country with the Potomac Tide- 
water with the theory that 


Potomac River was navigable as 
far as Cumberland. 


However. Ibis theory was only 


a figment of (he imagination, as 
Ihe river was not usuable al 
many times. Walsh said. 


The National Road, completed 


in 1818, was Ihe beginning of the 
"good road movement" in the 
United States, and was Ihc first 
work of internal improvement. 


Cumberland 
and 
Baltimore 


were connected by various turn 
pike companies chartered by the 
Maryland Legislalure to link the 
National Road wilh the state's 
largest city.
